(Spe- 
cial.) — Five hundred masked and 
heavily armed men. walked Into Hop- 
kinsville this morning at 2 o'clock, 
took (Ktlwesalon of the police and Are 
stations and the telephone and tele- 
graph offices, destroyed the iudepend 
ent warehouses of M'. A. Tandy and 
Tandy A Fairleigh, and the aseo- 
clation warehouse of R. W. WooL 
ridge, and shot into the Commer- 
cial Bank and Trust company, 
the Planters Bank and Trust 
company and the Bank of Hopkins- 
ville. entailing a loss of $2fK),4VO<ff. 
They also severely whipped Mr. 
.Mitchell, an indep«'ndent buyer, whom 
they dragged from hla bed. and 
shot an L. A .N. brakeiuan, named 
Delph, In the back. 

The men arrived quietly. They 
swarmed to the telephone and tele- 
graph offices and tho i>ollce and Are 
stations, and guards were placed In 
every street, who Ared at every head 
poked ont/of a window to learn the 
cause of tho commotion. They ArsC 
Ared the W. A. Tandy warehouae, 
and Wooldridge's warehouse caught 
from that. They then proceeded to 
Tandy A Falrlelgh's warehouae In 
the residence section and aet that on 
Are. 

Having insured the success of their 
work of destruction, the mob went to 
the home of Mr. .Mitchell, aq inde- 
l>endent buyer, and dragged him 
from his bed' and took him to tho 
most prominent corner 3l the city, 
where they beat and kicked him al- 
most Into Insensibility, and left him 
for dead. He will recover. 

After they had assufed themaelvoa 
that the warehouses were doomed, 
the guards told the Aremea they 
could come forth, and the whole mob 
started sway from town.

Taking that view of It, public ex- 
ecution can not but aggravate a con- 
dition that Is responsible for the 
crime, instead of discouraging Imi- 
tation. They cUe the fact that In 
those states in which the execution 
is performed privately In the peni- 
tentiary, crimes of homicide are rel- 
atively rare. 

If this latter eontenSIoo 1» correct, 
then the certainty of conviction and 
Tompt execution of the law would 
be the remedy most efllcaclous, and 
In this regard, no one cau doubt that

If 
a man knew be was going to secure 
a speedy and Just trial, and that an 
inexorable doom awaited him, if he 
should commit a crime, his blood 
would often be ceoled, where now its 
heat serves as a mitigation of his of- 
fense. and there would be fewer 
widows' weeds seeir on the streets. 

The accuracy of this reasoning Is 
demonstrated in the case of anarch- 
ists. Everyone of them executed for 
an offense becomes s martyr In the 
eyes bf his fellows, and hla exi-oution 
adds fuel to the flames of their hate. 
Osolgosz, the assasaln of McKinley, 
WQs put sway in the silence of a 
prison house. The very mystery and 
dispatch of his taking off had a bet- 
ter effect on the community than a 
public execution would. 

Perhaps the best discourager of 
homicide Is an Improvement of pub- 
lic morals, s keener sense of respon 
sibility to a power higher than hu- 
man courts, and the teachings of a 
gentler "code." 

Jlen are not all angels — yet. Per- 
haps. it would be demoralizing to do 
away with the hideous Lapilal pun- 
ishment; but the certainly, rather 
than the severity of penalty, we be- 
lieve, Is the surest discourager.
